ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 19th September 1907 

S.O. 3300—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulations) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951) read with section 21 
of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), the Central Government hereby 
rescinds the Commercial Vehicles (Distribtuion and Sale) Control Order, 1903, 
with immediate effect, except as respects things done or omitted to he done under 
the Order so rescinded,

S.O. 3307.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Scooters (Distribution 
and Sale) Control Order, 1960, namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) Control 
(Amendment) Order. 1967. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Scooters (Distribution and Sale) Control Order, I960— 

(I) in clause 2, in sub-clause (d),— 

(a) for the words "includes every description of” the expression “in¬ 

cludes,— 

(i) every description of” shall be substituted; 

(b) the expression “(ii) a three-wheeler whether called an autorick¬ 

shaw, a delivery van or by any other name;” shall be added at the 

end; 
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(ii) in clause 5, 

(a) in sub-clause (1), lor the words “Schedule" the words and figure# 

“Schedule I or, as the case may be. Schedule II” shall be substitut¬ 
ed; 

(b) In sub-clause (2), lor the letters and figures “Rs. 260” the letters, 

figures and words “Rs. 500 in the case of a three-wheeler and 
Rs. 250 in any other case” shall be substituted; 

(ill) in clause 7, for the second proviso the following proviso shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely: — 

‘‘provided further that the Controller or in a State an officer appointed for 
the purpose by the Government of that State, may alter making such 
enquiries as he deems fit, authorise the dealer by permit in writing 
to sell the scooter— 

(a) if the person whose name has been registered in the register of the 

dealer Is dead, to the heir of such person; 

(b) if it is company and subsequent to the registration of its name in 

the register of the dealer: 

(1) it has changed its name, in the name of the company so changed; 

(ii) it has transferred the undertaking, property and liabilities to any 
other company as a result of amalgamation sanctioned by the 
court, m the name of the company to which the undertaking, 
property and liabilities have been transferred; 

(ill) it is amalgamated as a result of order of the Central Government 
made in that behalf, In the name of the company resulting from 
the amalgamation and specified in that order ”, 

(iv) after clause 7, the following new clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

“7A. Sale of scooter which is a three-wheeler under hire purchase 

scheme. —Where a person intends to purchase a scooter which is a 
three-wheeler, in terms of bona fide hire purchase agreement, the 
dealer may, while selling the said scooter to him, issue the invoice 
in the name of the hire-purchase company which has financed the 
purchase of that scooter with an endorsement thereon that the 
scooter is for the person whose name is on the register maintained 
by the said dealer under clause 6.”; 

(v) In clause 9, in sub-clause (1), for the words “one year” the words “two 

years in the case of a three-wheeler and one year in any other case” 
shall be substituted; 

(vl) the schedule shall be renumbered as “Schedule I” and in the heading 
to Schedule I as so renumbered, for the words “Scooter/Motor-Cycle 
the words “Scooter othm- +har> a three-wheeler” shall be substituted; 

(vii) after schedule I as so renumbered the following schedule shall be In¬ 
serted, namely: —
